It was put through the formality of a 
sale in order to clear the title. It is 
rumored that the Fathers' Association 
is working on plans to provide the Nar- 
building and equipment. 

The history of the scout property, 
originally the Caldwell Real Estate office, 
dates back to 1922 when a group of ten 
citizens contributed $100 each toward 
securing the land for the scouts' use. 
They were John A. Caldwell, A. C. 
Shand, A. J. Loos (all deceased), Fred 
Patten, C. P. Cook, W. D. Smedley, Dr. 
O. J. Snyder, Fletcher W. Stites, J. J. 
Cabrey and Robert J. Nash. The title 
was taken by the Merion Title and Trust 
Cmpany for the Fathers' Association. 

Because of inactivity no progress was 
made by the Fathers' Association in the 
way of erecting a suitable building, and 
the matter was allowed to drift along. 
The death of three of the contributors 
further complicated matters and involved 
the title. 

With the reorganization of the Fath- 
ers' Association active step were taken 
to put the scout work on a proper basis. 
The first of these is the clearing of the 
title to the property.

Hiking continues to grow in favor 
with the young people of Narberth 
The largest crowd to date turned out 
for the regular Sunday afternoon hike. 
After crowding the exponents of 
Shank's mare into cars we drove to 
the mouth of historic Mill Creek. En 
route we passed the sites of many old 
mills. Some of these buildings arc 
still standing. 

One of the old settlers tells us that 
there were no less than twelve of these 
mills along Mill Creek, between Ard- 
more and the Schuylkill, a brass 
foundry, carpet mills, flour mills, cot- 
ton mills and even a gun factory. 

Winding in and out along Mill 
Creek Road, we suddenly came around 
a turn in the road, to discover the blue 
Schuylkill, a reflection of the match- 
less sky. 

We are out of the cars in a flash, 
each one anxious to outdo the other 
in climbing over wooded hills and 
along laurel-bounded woodland paths. 
We enter a valley, and lo! a swim- 
ming pool greets us. Shouts of de- 
light. We will come here again in 
the warm weather. 

On we go again. 1852-H. C. and 
N. Keech reads the chimney stone in 
an old deserted house. Why, that was 
before the Civil War. We wonder 
about the history of the old house 
as we travel further along. 

A bullet-riddled car next greets our 
view. Has it been abandoned by ban- 
dits or is it that someone has been ! 
using it for target practice? 

Up a hillside and we find ourselves 
in a large field. What a beautiful 
view. Down below, the river, spark- 
ling in the sunlight, sweeps round a 
neighboring hill, and in the distance 
faint smoke and the dim outlines of 
stacks and spires remind us of the 
town beyond. 

Someone cries, "There's the haunted 
house!" Sure enough; we are in sight 
of our destination, Boulder Farm. A 
tumble-down barn and some miserable 
farm buildings contrasted by a well- 
built farmhouse squat on the rolling 
hillside. Here and there great jagged 
rocks jut out like great black fingers.

Signs point to outstanding Mask 
and Wig show, opening at Gar- 
rick April 21; Hedgerow sched- 
ule. 

All signs point to the fact that the 
Mask and Wig Club of the University 
of Pennsylvania will have the smooth- 
est and most complete productions in 
their history when their forty-second 
annual show, "John Faust, Ph. D.," 
which was given its public opening in 
Lancaster on April 5. "John Faust, 
Ph. D.," will open its Philadelphia en- 
gagement of two weeks at the Garrick 
Theater on Easter Monday, April 21. 

The authors of this year's Mask and 
Wig show, whose identities are 
shrouded under the cognomen of "A 
Couple of Other Fellows," have con- 
sulted all the versions and stories con- 
cerning the Faust legend in writing 
the book of "John Faust, Ph. D." The 
Gounod opera, Goethe's drama, Calder- 
on's "El Magico," Marlowe's "Dr. 
Faustus," Klinger's "Faust" and 
Heine's "Ballet" have all been used in 
fashioning this satiric travesty which, 
while true to the period in costumes 
and settings, both of which are to be 
unusually elaborate and colorful this 
year, has been brought strictly up to 
date in spirit and interpretation. The 
plot, in brief, concerns the efforts of 
one Johannes Faustus, a teacher in 
the co-educational University of Wit- 
tenberg, to win the hand of the fair 
Marguerite, a sophisticated under- 
graduate. The romance is beset with 
all sorts of difficulties, and, of course, 
is further complicated by the appear- 
ance of Mephistopheles, who offers to 
turn the gray-haired Faustus into a 
handsome youth if the latter, in turn, 
will give himself, body and soul, to his 
Satantic Majesty. This compact per- 
mits the action of the story to shift to 
the Infernal Regions, and gives an op- 
portunity for one of the most pic- 
turesque and striking scenes that the 
Mask and Wig Club has ever had in 
any of the shows. 

Jasper Deeter, well-known director 
of the Hedgerow Company in Rose 
Valley, has been staging the book, this 
being the first time that the Wiggers 
have had two different people to direct 
the dancing numbers and the story. 
Francis C. W. Patton, who has gained 
widespread attention here for his work 
in training dance choruses, will take 
care of that department of the cur- 
rent Mask and Wig offering. 

Charles Gilpin, who has been com- 
posing the music for the club's show 
for many years now, is said to have 
contributed the best score of his career 
for "John Faust, Ph. D." Numbers 
that are being mentioned as almost 
certain song hits include "Just an Old 
German Custom," "A Soldier On 
Leave," "How Can a Devil Be Good," 
"Marguerita," and "Something Ought 
to be Done About This." In addition, 
several of the famous arias and 
marches from the opera are woven 
into the piece as well as several old 
German folk songs.

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Recreation Comes Into Its Own 

Several years ago the open stretch of land between the Railroad and 
Windsor Avenue and Wynnewood Avenue was an unsightly public 
dump. Today due to the wisdom, generosity and energy of a group of 
Narberth's citizens, this same bog is one of the beauty spots of the Main 

Line. 

Last summer the impetus given recreation matters by the reorganized 
Recreation Board made itself felt, when under the able supervision of 
Allan B. Wetherall, the school's new director of physical education, an 
average of ninety-four children turned out every day to participate in 
the sports and programs at the playgrounds. 

This summer the playgrounds promise to come into their own. Con- 
struction will be started soon on two clay tennis courts, which will add 
greatly to the benefits to be derived by the children. The replacement of 
the old bleachers along the Haverford Avenue side of the ball field with 
a new stand will increase seating capacity at games and add much to 
their enjoyment. Installation of two drinking fountains on the play- 
ground, the gift of the Autocar Company, will be greatly appreciated. 
Wire fences adjoining the grandstand will add to safety factors and per- 
mit easier handling of big crowds. 

This program of physical improvements, costing in the neighbor- 
hood of $1700, indicates the thoroughness with which the Recreation 
Board is attacking the problem of recreation. The wisdom of the School 
Board and Council in appropriating $1400 each for the work of the 
Recreation Board will be reflected in Narberth's playgrounds which will 
be the equal of any in Philadelphia's suburbs in equipment and super- 
vision. 

Devon Disaster Relief 

Frequently residents of this section have been called upon by the 
American Red Cross to contribute toward the aid of destitute persons, 
victims of flood, fire or other disaster in various parts of the nation and 
world. Always a generous response has been made. In the present in- 
stance, where one of our own communities has suffered tragic loss, there 
should be no question of the ability and willingness of neighbors to give 
every possible aid to their own people. 

Confidence Well Placed 

Re-election of S. Edgar Downs as superintendent of the Lower 
Merion township schools for a term of four years will cause little com- 
ment as the School Board's action was entirely anticipated. During the 
sixteen years Mr. Downs has been connected with the school district 
enormous strides have been made in an educational way, in proportion 
even larger than the corresponding growth and development of the town- 
ship in wealth and population. 

Plans for the coming year indicate that no cessation in the advance- 
ment of standards is contemplated. Penn Wynne is to have a half-mil- 
lion-dollar building. Kindergartens are to lie inaugurated in several of 
the elementary schools. Very few changes will be made in the faculty of 
the entire system which has established an excellent record of scholastic 
achievement. Despite this growth it has been possible to decrease the 
school tax rate by two mills. 

Our best wishes are extended to Mr. Downs and his aides at the be- 
ginning of his new four-year term of office.

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High Lights in Lower Merion School 

System Reviewed by Superintendent 



More from the report of Super- 
intendent S. E. Dozvns upon the 
manifold activities and features of 
the Lower Merion School system. 
Lower Mcriun Township is justly 
famed for its excellent public buildings, 
not least of which are its schools, both 
public and private. Money invested in 
permanent attractive improvements avail- 
able to the public proves a distinct com- 
munity asset in every way, but the chief 
value of a school system must be deter- 
mined by its measure of service to the 
community. Its chief function is to con- 
serve and develop the physical, mental, 
and moral powers of the children to the 
end that they may become able-bodied, 
straight thinking right acting members of 
society, capable of rendering community 
service and of assuming their full share 
of the responsibilities of life and govern- 
ment. 

The higher standards required of 
students who enter training institu- 
tions; the longer courses provided for 
graduation with degree from normal 
schools; the extra opportunities now 
afforded teachers in service for addi- 
tional training in our colleges and uni- 
versities; the requirements here for 
new teachers of special scholastic and 
teaching ability; the permission granted 
by the Board to the Superintendent to 
select those best suited to each field 
of work; the greater specialization 
now required of all who qualify for 
high grade positions and the unusually 
fine equipments supplied for the con- 
venience and comfort of teachers; 
these have all aided in raising the pro- 
fessional standard of our teaching 
force and the quality of the work in 
the schools. 

Transportation 
No single factor has influenced the 
progress of Lower Merion more than 
our splendid system of transportation. 
In April, 1914, the first school bus was 
purchased, and Bart Cassidy was 
selected as driver. Our fleet of seven 
district owned vehicles, supplemented 
by three hired by Narberth Borough, 
have made possible the abandonment 
of all rural and ungraded schools; the 
transfer of students and teachers to 
large central buildings; the gradation 
of the work so that teachers may in- 
struct in subjects in which they are 
skillful; the safe delivery of children 
of all ages from and to their homes 
without exposure during bad weather; 
the transportation of special groups to 
points of historic interest; the proper 
conduction of athletic teams to places 
of contest; the delivery of all books, 
supplies, and other equipments to 
points needed without extra cost. Our 
school owned busts now cover approx- 
imately 80,000 miles per year, using 
schedules as definite as those of train 
or trolley.

ccpt the one at Ardmore Avenue, were 
required to conduct regular classes in 
addition to their administrative duties. 
At present all have ample lime for this 
work and that of supervision, and in 
eight buildings are supplied with 
clerical assistants who compile all 
statistical and other routine reports. 
These changes have made possible the 
adjustment by the principal of the 
school programs to departmental or 
platoon work through which each in- 
structor may now teach those branches 
to which she is best adapted. The 
principal has opportunity to modify 
schedules as needed and to supervise 
work in the gymnasium, the lunch 
room, and the playground, and yet 
have time to meet parents and get ac- 
quainted personally with pupils and 
their problems. 

The schools have now become large- 
ly cooperative organizations wherein 
students, teachers, and principals all 
have a part. Coercion litis largely dis- 
appeared and school management has j 
become a matter of mutual helpfulness. 
Physical Education and Health Work 

In 1914 the Senior High School and 
Ardmore Avenue alone had gymna- 
siums. We now have eleven. There 
was not a single playground in the 
district sufficiently large to make pos- 
sible any outside competetive games 
such as baseball, football, soccer, 
hockey, track, or tennis. One woman 
devoted full time to supervision of 
health activities and one man one-half 
of each day to physical work. We now 
employ two men and nine women, all j 
trained workers, who are engaged full ] 
time in health work. 

All children are periodically weighed | 

and measured. Our three phvsicians I 

check carefully all physical defects 

and administer toxin-antitoxin injec-

FROM PRECEDING PAGE 
tions and vaccinate against smallpox 
infection. 

Our dentist prescribes treatments by 
the home dentist for all those who have 
neglected teeth or remedies conditions 
in our own clinic in the cases of those 
who are poor. 

Our two trained nurses take children 
to hospitals for treatments and for the 
removal of adenoids, tonsils, and other 
causes of ill health. They also pre- 
scribe proper food, encourage and re- 
quire regular and prompt school at- 
tendance, and supplement the efforts 
of the physicians combating con- 
tagion. 

Our corrective teacher supplies re- 
medial measures in the many cases 
which have been either neglected or 
overlooked, or arranges with the 
parents for treatments in the hospitals. 

Our domestic science teachers super- 
vise the mid-morning milk service and 
the preparation of the hot noon lunches 
now provided in all ten schools (the 
Senior High School alone had lunch 
in 1914 and that served in the lower ]f 
corridor of the building).

Highway Work in Russia 

The Autocar Company, which has 
just paid the thirtieth consecutive divi- 
dend on its preferred stock, recently 
completed negotiations involving the 
sale of sixty-nine heavy duty trucks to 
the Amtorg Trading Company, of New 
York, for export to Russia.
